ORGANIZATION. 


I.  The  corps  of  the  United  States  Marine-Hospital  organization. 
Service  shall  consist  of  the  commissioned  officers  of  the 
service,  namely:  The  Supervising  Surgeon-General,  sur- 
geons, passed  assistant  surgeons,  and  assistant  surgeons; 
and  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  employes. 


SUPERVISING  SURGEON-GENERAL. 

2.  The  Supervising  Surgeon-General  will  be  selected 
from  among  the  surgeons  when  a vacancy  occurs  in  that 
rank. 

3.  The  Supervising  Surgeon-General  is  charged  by  law 
with  the  supervision,  under  the  direction  of  the  vSecre- 
tary  of  the  Treasury,  of  all  matters  connected  with  the 
Marine-Hospital  Service  and  with  the  disbursement  of 
the  marine-hospital  fund;  the  conduct  of  the  quarantine 
service,  and  the  publication  of  the  weekly  abstracts  of 
sanitary  reports  and  other  information  ^aertinent  thereto. 
The  medical  officers  and  acting  assistant  surgeons  will  re- 
ceive their  orders  from  the  Supervising  vSurgeon-General. 

4.  The  Supervising  Surgeon-General  will  prepare  and 
revise,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  all  regiilations  and  instructions  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  officers  and  employe's  of  the  Marine-Hos- 
pital Service. 

5.  The  Supervising  Surgeon-General  will  exercise  con- 
stant vigilance  over  officers  and  employes  of  the  Service, 
and  will  cause  prompt  and  impartial  investigation  to  be 
made  of  any  reported  dereliction  of  duty. 

6.  The  Supervising  Surgeon-General  will  cause  the 
property  returns  of  medical  officers  and  acting  assistant 
surgeons  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service  to  be  examined, 
and  take  care  that  all  public  property  is  duly  accounted 
for.

must  be  familiar  with  these  regulations,  and  must  also  ^ 
certify  that  he  is  physically  able  for  service  in  any  cli- 
mate.

16.  The  physical  examination  will  be  made  according  •‘’“‘"'i 

to  the  riiles  elsewhere  given  for  the  physieal  examina- 
tion of  seamen;  the  examiners  must  pay  special  atten- 
tion to  general  conditions  that  may  possibly  impair  effi- 
ciency and  cause  early  placing  on  waiting  orders,  such 

as  hereditary  diseases,  overstrain  of  nervous  system, 
tendency  to  phthisis,  impaired  vitality  from  excesses  of 
any  kind.  Candidates  should  be  required  to  give  an  ex- 
plicit statement  of  any  severe  attack  of  illness  or  inju- 
ries, and  of  the  cause  of  death  of  near  relatives,  and  eer- 
tify  that  thej^  believe  themselves  free  from  any  ailment — 
mental  or  physical — or  defect  which  would  disqualify 
them  for  active  service  in  any  elimate.

this  portion  of  the  exercise  will  begin  with  a short  auto- 
biography of  the  candidate,  in  which  he  will  concisely 
state:  Whether  married  or  single;  the  date  and  place  of 
his  birth;  the  school,  institution,  or  college  at  which  he 
received  his  general  education ; the  several  branches 
studied,  including  his  knowledge  of  general  literature, 
and  of  the  ancient  and  modern  languages;  the  exact  title 
of  the  medical  school  or  schools  at  which  he  received 
instruction,  and  the  date  of  his  graduation;  the  name 
and  place  of  residence  of  his  preceptor,  and  the  time 
when  he  commenced  the  study  of  medicine;  also  the  title 
of  the  text-books  studied  or  read  on  chemistry,  anatomy, 
physiology,  histology,  materia  medica,  pharmacy,  thera- 
peutics, theory  and  practice  of  medicine,  principles  and 
practice  of  surgery,  minor  surgery  or  mechanieal  thera- 
peutics, medical  jurisprudence,  toxicology,  obstetrics, 
hygiene,  biology,  and  physics;  the  opportunities  he  has 
had  of  engaging  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  surgery» 
and  obstetrics,  or  of  receiving  clinical  instruction;  or 
whether  he  has  or  has  not  been  a resident  physician  or 
inteime  in  a civil  or  military  hospital;  and  the  number 
of  subjects  or  parts  of  subjects  he  has  dissected  while 
at  college.  The  candidate  will  append  to  this  statement 
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his  name  in  full,  post-office  address,  and  his  local  address 
at  the  date  of  the  examination.

and  one  surgical,  to  each  candidate. 

The  board  will  examine  the  candidates  orally  in 
their  proficiency  in  general  literature,  history  of  the 
United  States,  geography  of  the  United  States,  and  such 
branches  of  general  science  as  they  may  in  their  discre- 
tion think  pertinent.

be  directed  by  the  examiners. 

ExaminatioiiH  2 1.  Examinations  for  promotion  will  be  made  chief!} 
for  promotion.  but  may  be  supplemented,  hi  the  discretion  of 

the  examiners,  by  an  oral  examination  on  any  subject 
connected  with  the  official  and  professional  duties  of  the 
. officer.  No  officer  will  be  recommended  for  promotion 

who  shall  be  found  physically  disqualified,  and  no  assist- 
ant surgeon  will  be  recommended  for  promotion  who 
shall  fail  to  reach  the  minimum  mark  in  anatomy  and 
physiology,  and  no  passed  assistant  surgeon  will  be  rec- 
ommended for  p)romotion  who  shall  fail  to  pass  the  mini- 
mum mark  in  hygiene  (including  hosphal  construction 
and  management),  the  practice  of  medicine,  and  the  prac- 
tice of  surgery.  Candidates  for  promotion,  of  whatever 
rank,  must  show  themselves  proficient  in  the  regulations 
croverning  the  Service.  The  examiners  will  also  examine 
carefully  the  record  of  the  service  of  the  officer  as  fur- 
nished from  the  Bureau.

COMPENSATION  AND  ALLOWANCES. 

24.  The  eompensation  of  medieal  officers,  when  not  fixed  oraVo'™ 

by  statute,  will  be  fixed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, at  a uniform  annual  rate  for  each  rank.  Surgeons 

shall  receive  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum; 
passed  assistant  surgeons  shall  receive  eighteen  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  and  assistant  surgeons  shall  deceive 
sixteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  and  after  five 
service  an  additional  compensation  of  ten  per  centum  croaso. 
on  the  annual  salary  for  each  five  years’  service  shall  be 
allowed  medieal  officers  above  the  rank  of  assistant  sur- 
geons, but  the  maximum  rate  shall  in  no  case  exceed  forty 
per  centum.  Officers  who  shall  be  placed  on  “waiting- 
orders”  for  more  than  two  months  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  the  increased  compensation  herein  specified  during 
the  time  so  placed.  Officers  placed  on  “waiting  orders ” - oniera 
for  a period  longer  than  two  months  shall  receive  seventy- 
five  per  centum  of  their  annual  pay  of  their  respective 
ranks  while  so  placed. 

25.  Medical  officers  serving  at  United  vStates  ^^S-rine 
Hospitals  shall,  when  practicable,  receive  quarters,  fuel, 
and  lights.  Quarters  shall  be  assigned  according  to  rank 
and  according  to  the  accommodations  of  the  hospital. 

When  a medical  officer  is  serving  at  a post  on  active  duty 
where  there  arc  no  “quarters”  belonging  to  the  Serv- 
ice, he  shall  approximately  receive  commutation  for 
quarters  at  the  same  monthly  rate  allowed  medical  offi- 
cers of  the  Army  of  the  same  relative  rank.  When  on 
duty  on  board  a revenue  cutter  or  quarantine  vessel,  or 
on  detached  service,  or  on  waiting  orders,  officers  will 
not  be  allowed  commutation.  The  specific  allowance  will 
be,  for  surgeons,  for  four  rooms,  fuel,  and  lights,  com- 
mutation fifty  dollars  a month;  for  jDassed  assistant  sur- 
geons, for  three  rooms,  fuel,  and  lights,  forty  dollars  a 
month;  and  for  assistant  surgeons,  for  two  rooms,  fuel, 
and  lights,  thirty  dollars  a month. 


UNIFORMS. 

26.  Medical  officers  will  be  required  to  procure  the  pre-  Proscribed  uni- 
scribed  uniform  of  their  rank,  and  shall  wear  the  same 
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while  on  duty.  The  uniform  will  be  prescribed  by  cir- 
cular, from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  ma)’-  require. 

27.  The  full-dress  uniform  is  to  bo  worn  while  serving 
on  examining  boards,  on  weekly  inspection  duty,  and  on 
all  siiccial  occasions  of  ceremony.  The  undress  uniform 
is  to  be  worn  while  on  the  regular  duty  of  the  hospital 
and  at  the  dispensaries.

and  will  not  usually  be  subject  to  change  of  station  unless 
with  their  consent,  and  will  not  be  detailed  on  examining 
boards.

56.  Hospital-stewards,  when  on  duty  in  United  States 
marine  hospitals,  shall  be  entitled  to  qimrters,  subsistence, 
fuel,  and  lights,  and  when  on  duty  at  stations  where  there 
are  no  quarters  belonging  to  the  service  they  shall  be  en- 
titled to  commutation  therefor  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five 
dollars  a month. 

57.  Hospital-stewards  will  be  required  to  procure  the 
prescribed  uniform  of  their  rank,  and  shall  wear  the  same 
while  on  duty. 

58.  Hospital-stewards  on  duty  in  United  States  marine 
hospitals  who  are  charged,  under  the  direction  of  the  sur- 
geon in  charge,  with  the  care  and  preservation  of  property, 
shall  give  a good  and  sufficient  bond,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties.

quired to  issue  permits,  and  to  supervise  the  relief  fur- 
nished, shall  be  known  as  relief-stations  of  Class  2.  All 
other  ports  where  there  are  officers  of  the  customs  rev- 
enue, but  where,  on  account  of  the  infrequency  of  appli- 
cations for  relief,  the  absence  of  any  hospital,  or  from 
other  causes,  sick  or  disabled  seamen  are  cared  for  only 
in  cases  of  emergency,  shall  be  known  as  relief-stations 
of  Class  3.

295.  The  receipt  by  a medical  officer  or  acting  assist- 
ant surgeon  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service  of  any  offi- 
cial order  from  the  Department  will  in  each  case  be  ac- 
knowledged by  return  mail,  but  when  orders  are  given 
by  telegraph  the  answer  should  also  be  sent  by  telegraph. 
The  answer  should  state  specifically  the  date  of  intended 
departure,  in  all  cases  where  the  orders  involve  change 
of  station  or  temporary  detachment  from  the  station. 

296.  Official  papers,  reports,  and  letters  of  medical  offi- 
cers and  acting  assistant  surgeons  will  be  in  due  official 
form,  and  signed  over  the  official  designation  or  title  of 
the  writer,  and  each  letter  will,  as  far  as  practicable, 
cover  but  one  subject.  Personal  matters  will  not  be  in- 
cluded in  official  communications.

three  cents  per  ton  on  every  entry;  but  the  total  tax  in 
any  one  year  on  entries  from  the  ports  specified  is  not  to 
exceed  fifteen  cents.  The  tax  to  be  collected  on  vessels 
making  entry  on  arrival  from  other  foreign  ports  is  six 
cents  per  ton  on  every  entry;  but  the  total  tax  collected 
at  six  cents  per  ton  is  not  to  exceed  thirty  cents  per  ton 
in  any  one  year. 

305.  Any  vessel  making  such  voyages  as  to  beeome  lia-  Number i.ftimus 
ble  in  any  one  year  under  both  rates— that  is,  at  three  Bc^Bcd.’"^ 
cents  per  ton  and  six  cents  per  ton— shall  not  be  held  lia- 
ble to  an  aggregate  tax  of  more  than  thirty  eents  per  ton 

for  any  one  year,  reckoned  from  the  date  of  the  entry 
and  payment  of  her  first  tax  at  either  rate;  but  the  three- 
cent  tax  per  ton  shall  not  be  collected  on  more  than  five 
entries  in  any  one  year.

. established  according  to  law:  one  at  the  mouth  of  Dela- 

ware  Bay;  one  near  Cape  Charles  at  the  entrance  of 
Chesapeake  Bay;  one  on  Blackboard  Island  in  Sapclo 
Sound ; one  at  Garden  and  Bird  Keys,  Tortugas  Islands ; 
one  at  North  Chandeleur  Island ; one  at  San  Diego,  Cali- 
fornia ; one  at  San  Francisco,'  California;  and  one  near 
Port  Townsend,  Washington. 

326.  “Whenever  any  person  shall  trespass  upon  the 

grounds  belonging  to  any  quarantine  reservation,  oruons^ 

whenever  any  person,  master,  pilot,  or  owner  of  a vessel  ActAug.i.isss. 
entering  any  port  of  the  United  States,  shall  so  enter  in 
violation  of  section  one  of  the  act  entitled  ‘An  act  to  pre- 
vent the  introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases 

into  the  United  States,’  approved  April  twenty-ninth,

has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  by  the  quar- 
antine officer,  and  is  free  from  infection  at  the  time  of 
entry.  The  certificate  to  that  effect,  of  the  medical  officer 
of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service,  acting  as  quarantine 
officer  for  the  United  States  at  the  port,  shall  be  accepted 
by  the  collector  of  customs  as  satisfactory  evidence,  and 
the  medical  officer  shall,  before  granting  such  certificate, 
satisfy  himself  that  the  matters  and  things  therein  stated 
are  true.

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with  any  contagious  disease,  or  having  had  on  board  at 
any  time  during  the  thirty  days  preceding  their  arrival 
any  case  of  contagious  disease,  shall  not  enter  any  port 
of  the  United  States  until  such  disinfection  or  other  pre- 
cautionary measures  shall  have  been  performed  as  pre- 
scribed by  these  regulations,  and  the  certificate  of  the 
medical  officer  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service,  or  other 
designated  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department,  shall,  in 
such  cases,  as  in  the  cases  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,  be  accepted  by  the  collector  of  customs  as  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  compliance  with  the  regulations. 

330.  Quarantine  stations  will  be  governed  by  the  gen- 
eral regulations  of  the  Service,  so  far  as  applicable. 

331.  No  pilot  or  other  person  will  be  allowed  to  leave 
a vessel  until  the  vessel  shall  have  been  inspected  by  the 
quarantine  officer,  and  any  person  violating  this  regula- 
tion shall  be  reported  to  the  nearest  United  States  Attor- 
ney for  prosecution  under  the  act  of  August,  1888,  and 
no  person  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  quarantine  reser- 
vation, or  a vessel  placed  in  quarantine,  without  permis- 
sion of  the  quarantine  officer.

notify  the  United  States  attorney  to  that  effect;  or,  if 
that  be  impracticable,  to  confine  them  on  the  quarantine 
reservation,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  said  marshal  or 
attorney. 

333.  When  a vessel  arrives  at  a United  States  quaran- 
tine boarding  station,  the  inspecting  officer  will  examine 
the  papers  of  the  vessel  to  inform  himself  of  her  passen- 
gers and  cargo  ; he  will  require  all  persons  named  on  the 
passenger-list  and  crcw-list  to  present  themselves  and 
answer  to  their  names  at  muster.  Should  any  person 
have  died  on  the  voyage,  the  circumstances  of  the  death 
will  be  inquired  into,  and  in  case  of  there  being  any 
person  sick,  such  person  will  be  carefully  examined  by 
the  inspecting  officer,  the  only  exception  being,  in  case 
of  naval  vessels,  the  statement  of  the  senior  surgeon  or 
medical  officer  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  vessel 

334.  When  persons  are  found  sick  of  cholera,  small-pox, 
yellow  fever,  plague,  or  diphtheria,  they  shall  be  immedi- 
ately removed  to  the  quarantine  hospital,  and  the  vessel 
thoroughly  disinfected. 
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335-  111  order  to  stimulate  ship-masters  to  aid  in  secur-  Fouiehipe. 
ing  a clean  ocean-going  fleet,  the  following  regulations 
concerning  the  treatment  of  foul  ships  will  be  observed 
at  all  national  quarantine  stations  : 

When  a vessel  arrives  at  any  national  quarantine  station  from  an 
infected  port,  and  requires  disinfection,  she  will  be  subjected  to  ordinary 
disinfection,  as  provided  in  former  regulations. 

When  any  vessel  shall  arrive  at  a national  quarantine  station  in 
such  foul  condition  as  to  render  her  dangerous  from  a sanitary  point 
of  view,  and  is  found  to  require  cleansing  and  disinfection,  having  at 
any  former  time  within  one  year  been  subjected  to  ordinary  disinfec- 
tion, such  vessel  will  be  required  to  undergo  extraordinary  disinfection, 
which,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  measures,  will  include  holy-stoning, 
scraping,  the  taking  out  of  rotten  wood,  a second  disinfection,  and 
interior  repainting,  all  of  which  will  be  required  before  granting  a 
certificate  of  free  pratique.

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INSTRUCTIONS  RELATIVE  TO  PHYSICAL  EXAMINA- 
TION OF  SEAMEN. 


I.  Medical  officers  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service,  detailed  to 
conduct  the  physical  examination  required  by  paragraph  88  of  the 
Regulations,  will  be  guided  by  the  following  general  directions: 

II.  Any  one  of  the  following  defects  will  be  sufficient  cause  for 
rejection,  viz:  Decided  cachexia;  strumous  diathesis,  or  apparent 
predisposition  to  any  constitutional  disease;  permanent  defects  of 
either  of  the  extremities  or  articulations,  causing  inefficiency;  un- 
natural excurvature  or  incurvature  of  the  spine;  impaired  vision; 
color-blindness;  myopia;  chronic  disease  of  the  visual  oi'gans;  epi- 
lepsy; insanity;  apparent  tendency  to  convulsions;  chronic  disease 
of  the  ears;  deafness;  chronic  nasal  catarrh;  polypi;  chronic  tonsi- 
lar  enlargement;  chronic  ulcers,  or  cicatrices  of  old  ulcers  likely  to 
break  out  afresh;  chronic  cardiac  affections;  insufficient  chest  ex- 
pansion; hernia;  sarcocele;  hydrocele;  varicocele,  unless  slight; 
stricture  of  the  urethra  or  rectum;  fistula;  hemorrhoids;  varicose 
veins  of  lower  limbs,  unless  slight;  stature  less  than  five  feet. 

III.  Besides  the  above,  the  existence  of  any  disease,  physical  de- 
formity, or  abnormal  condition  of  such  character  .as  to  incapacitate 
the  candidate  for  the  performance  of  his  duties,  will  be  cause  for 
rejection. 

IV.  In  making  the  examinations,  medical  officers  will  be  guided 

by  the  following  special  directions,  which  are  slightly  modified  from 
those  in  force  in  the  United  States  Army:  ' 

1.  In  physical  examinations  of  officers,  as  preliminary  to  promo- 
tion, and  of  enlisted  men,  as  preliminary  to  re-enlistment,  the  cloth- 
ing may  or  may  not  be  removed,  at  the  discretion  of  the  examining 
surgeon. 

2.  In  case  the  disease  or  disability  for  which  an  applicant  was 
rejected  is  temporary  in  its  character,  the  rejection  at  such  examina- 
tion shall  not  debar  him  from  subsequent  examination,  in  case  he 
claims  that  the  disease  for  which  he  was  rejected  has  disappeared. 

3.  The  applicant  will  be  required  to  divest  himself  of  all  his  cloth- 
ing,  in  the  presence  of  the  examining  surgeon,  so  that  any  defect,  as 
a stiff  joint,  etc.,  which  the  applicant  would  wish -to  conceal,  maybe 
detected,  especially  as  he  will  be  thrown  off  his  guard,  not  supposing 
the  examination  had  commenced.  Having  divested  himself  of  his 
clothing,  the  candidate  should  be  asked  his  name,  age,  nativity'’,  and 
occupation,  and  questioned  in  regard  to  his  general  health  and  that 
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of  his  family,  whether  any  hereditary  taints  exist,  and  if  he  has  ever 
suffered  from  any  disease  or  accident,  thus  endeavoring  to  obtain  all 
the  information  possible  concerning  him,  his  conversation  at  the 
same  time  enabling  the  surgeon  to  judge  of  his  mental  qualifications. 
He  will  then  be  placed  under  the  sliding  bar  of  a stationary  measur- 
ing-rod,  directed  to  stand  erect  while  his  height  will  be  accurately 
measured,  together  with  the  body  length.  The  height  measure  will 
be  taken  while  the  toes  are  raised,  the  candidate  resting  the  foot 
squarely  upon  the  heel  and  ball  of  the  foot.  A tape-measure  will  be 
passed  around  the  chest  over  the  inferior  angles  of  the  scapula,  and 
directly  over  the  nipples,  and  an  accurate  measurement  taken  both 
at  inspiration  and  expiration.  The  tape  will  be  passed  around  the 
chest  while  both  arms  are  extended  at  a right  angle  from  the  .sides, 
and  the  arms  will  then  be  dro^jped  to  the  side  while  the  measurements 
are  taken.-  After  this,  the  color  of  the  eyes  and  hair  and  the  com- 
plexion should  be  noted,  and  a general  inspection  of  the  whole  body 
made,  notice  being  taken  of  the  muscular  development  and  general 
appearance;  and  at  the  same  time  tumors,  ulcers,  varicose  veins, 
chronic  swellings  of  the  extremities,  or  any  visible  defect  that  would 
disqualify  him  for  service  should  be  carefully  sought  for.  The  head 
will  then  be  examined  for  any  depressions  or  irregularities  that  may 
exist,  and  the  eyes,  eyelid.s,  nose,  ears,  teeth,  palate,  and  fauces  atten- 
tively noticed.  The  chest  will  then  be  in.spected,  and  the  respiration, 
action  of  the  heart,  and  condition  of  the  lungs  ascertained  by  auscul- 
tation and  percussion.  He  will  next  be  directed  to  stand  erect,  place 
his  heels  together,  and  raise  his  hands  vertically  above  his  head,  the 
backs  together,  in  which  position  he  will  be  required  to  cough  and 
make  other  expulsive  movements,  while  the  abdomen,  the  inguinal 
rings,  and  the  scrotum  are  being  examined  for  hernia.  The  penis 
will  then  be  examined  for  epispadia,  hypospadia,  and  venereal  dis- 
ease; the  groin  for  glandular  enlargements;  and  testicles  for  atrophy, 
induration,  and  other  diseases.  He  will  then  be  required  to  bend 
forward,  the  fingers  touching  the  floor,  the  legs  straight,  and  the  feet 
widely  separated,  in  which  position  the  fissure  between  the  nates  will 
be  inspected  for  hemorrhoids,  fistula,  prolapsus,  or  other  disease  of 
the  anus,  and  firm  pressure  will  be  made  along  the  whole  length  of  the 
spine,  at  short  intervals,  to  discover  if  any  tenderness  indicative  of 
disease  exists.  Next  he  will  be  required  to  extend  his  arms  laterally, 
at  right  angles  to  the  body,  and  then  bring  them  together  on  as  nearly 
the  same  level  as  possible  both  in  front  and  behind;  to  pronate  and 
supinate  them  rapidl)'^;  to  strike  out  from  the  shoulder;  to  flex  the 
arm  upon  the  shoulder,  and  the  forearm  upon  the  arm;  and  to  open 
and  close  the  fingers  rapidly.  He  will  then  be  required  to  walk  rap- 
idly and  to  run  around  the  room  several  times;  to  hop,  first  on  one 
foot  and  then  on  the  other;  with  his  heels  together,  to  raise  himself 
upon  his  toes;  to  flex  and  extend  the  thigh,  leg,  and  foot;  to  kick. 
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first  with  one  foot  and  then  with  the  other,  and  to  make  several  leaps 
in  the  air.  While  thus  excited  he  will  again  be  examined  for  lung 
and  heart  diseases,  also  for  hernia. 

In  making  the  examination  of  the  inguinal  rings  the  surgeon  will 
use  the  index  finger  of  the  hand  corresponding  to  the  side  examined, 
thus : for  the  right  ring,  the  right  index  finger,  and  vice  versa.  The 
eyesight  will  be  tested  by  the  test-types  furnished  by  the  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Holmgren  worsted  test  will  be  employed  in  testing 
for  color-blindness.  The  test  must  be  made  for  each  eye  separately. 
The  hearing  will  also  be  tested  by  modulating  the  tones  of  the  voice 
in  conversation  with  the  applicant,  and  by  covering  one  ear  while 
endeavoring  to  discover  defects  of  the  other.  The  result  of  the  ex- 
amination will  then  be  recorded,  and,  in  case  of  rejection,  the  disease 
or  infirmity  on  account  of  which  he  was  found  unfit  for  service  will 
be  written  in  full  in  the  book  prepared  for  that  purpose. 

Applicants  for  enlistment  in  the  Revenue  Cutter  Serv-  Department  dr. 
ice,  and  as  surfmen  in  the  Life-Saving  Service,  must  be 
physically  sound,  and  candidates  will  be  rejected  for  any 
defect  having  suflScient  importance  to  warrant  notice  on 
the  examination  paper. 
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DIRECTIONS  FOR  RESTORING  THE  APPARENTLY 

DROWNED* 


Rule  I.  Arouse  the  patient. — Unless  in  danger  of  freezing,  do  not 
move  the  patient,  but  instantly  expose  the  face  to  a current  of  fresh 
air,  wipe  dry  the  mouth  and  nostrils,  rip  the  clothing,  so  as  to  expose 
the  chest  and  waist,  and  give  two  or  three  quick  smarting  slaps 
on  the  stomach  and  chest  with  the  open  hand.  If,  however,  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  considerable  time  has  elapsed  since  the  patient 
became  insensible,  do  not  lose  further  time  by  practicing  Rule  I,  but 
proceed  immediately  to  Rule  II.  After  loosening  clothing,  etc.,  if 
the  patient  does  not  revive,  then  proceed  thus : 

Rule  II.  To  expel  water,  etc.,  from  the  stomach  and  chest. — (See  Fig.  i.) 


Fig.  I.  Showing  the  first  step  taken,  by  which  the  chest  is  emptied  of  air,  and  the  ejection 

of  any  fiuids  swallowed  is  assisted. 

If  the  jaws  are  clinched,  separate  them,  and  keep  the  mouth  open 
by  placing  between  the  teeth  a cork  or  small  bit  of  wood ; turn  the 
patient  on  the  face,  a large  bundle  of  tightly-rolled  clothing  being 
placed  beneath  the  stomach,  and  press  heavily  over  it  for  half  a min- 
ute, or  so  long  as  fluids  flow  freely  from  the  mouth.

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Rule  III.  To  produce  breathing. — (Sec  Fig.  II.) — Clear  the  mouth 
and  throat  of  mucus,  by  introducing  into  the  throat  the  corner  of  a 
handkerchief  wrapped  closely  around  the  forefinger;  turn  the  patient

on  the  back,  the  roll  of  clothing  being  so  placed  beneath  it  as  to 
raise  the  pit  of  the  stomach  above  the  level  of  any  other  part  of  the 
body.  If  there  be  another  person  present,  let  him,  with  a piece  of 
dry  cloth,  hold  the  tip  of  the  tongue  out  of  one  corner  of  the  mouth 
(this  prevents  the  tongue  from  falling  back  and  choking  the  entrance 
to  the  windpipe),  and  with  the  other  hand  grasp  both  wrists  and 
keep  the  arms  forcibly  stretched  back  above  the  head,  thereby  in- 
creasing the  prominence  of  the  ribs,  which  tends  to  enlarge  the 
chest.  The  two  last-named  positions  are  not,  however,  absolutely 
essential  to  success.  Kneel  beside  or  astride  the  patient  s hips,  and 
with  the  balls  of  the  thumbs  resting  on  either  side  of  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  let  the  fingers  fall  into  the  grooves  between  the  short  ribs 
so  as  to  afford  the  best  grasp  of  the  waist.  Now,  using  your  knees 
as  a pivot,  throw  all  your  weight  forward  on  your  hands,  and  at  the 
same  time  squeeze  the  waist  between  them  as  if  you  wished  to  force 
everything  in  the  chest  upwards  out  of  the  mouth;  deepen  the  pres- 
sure while  you  can  count  slowly  one,  two,  three;  then  suddenly  let 
go  with  a final  push,  which  springs  you  back  to. your  first  kneel- 
ing position.  Remain  erect  on  your  knees  while  you  can  count 
one,  two,  three;  then  repeat  the  same  motions  as  before  at  a rate 
gradually  increased  from  four  or  five  to  fifteen  times  in  a minute, 
and  continue  thus  this  bellows  movement  with  the  same  regularity 
that  is  observable  in  the  natural  motions  of  breathing  which  you 
are  imitating.  If  natural  breathing  be  not  restored,  after  a trial  ot 
the  bellows  movement  for  the  space  of  three  or  four  miniites,  t ren 
turn  the  patient  a second  time  on  the  stomach,  as  directe  in  vu  e 
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II  rolling  the  body  in  the  opposite  direction  from  that  in  which 
it  was  first  turned,  for  the  purpose  of  freeing  the  air-passages  from 
any  remaining  water.  Continue  the  artificial  respiration  from  one  to 
four  hours,  or  until  the  patient  breathes,  according*to  Rule  III;  and 
for  a while,  after  the  appearance  of  returning  life,  carefully  aid  the 
first  short  gasps  until  deepened  into  full  breaths.  Continue  the  dry- 
ing and  rubbing,  which  should  have  been  unceasingly  practiced  from 
the  beginning  by  the  assistants,  taking  care  not  to  interfere  with  the 
means  employed  to  produce  breathing.  Thus  the  limbs  of  the 
patient  should  be  rubbed,  always  in  an  upward  direction  towards 
the  body,  with  firm  grasping  pressure  and  energy,  using  the  bare 
hands,  dry  flannels,  or  handkerchiefs,  and  continuing  the  friction 
under  the  blankets  or  over  the  dry  clothing.  The  warmth  of  the 
body  can  also  be  promoted  by  the  application  of  hot  flannels  to  the 
stomach  and  arm-pits,  bottles  or  bladders  of  hot  water,  heated 
bricks,  etc.,  to  the  limbs  and  soles  of  the  feet. 

Rule  IV.  After-tre.a.tment. — Externally : As  soon  as  breathing  is 
established,  let  the  patient  be  stripped  of  all  wet  clothing,  wrapped 
in  blankets  only,  put  to  bed  comfortably  warm,  but  with  a free  circu- 
lation of  fresh  air, and  left  to  perfect  rest.  Internally:  Give  whisky 
or  brandy  and  hot  water  in  doses  of  a teaspoonful  to  a tablespoonful, 
according  to  the  weight  of  the  patient,  or  other  stimulant  at  hand, 
every  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  for  the  first  hour,  and  as  often  thereafter 
as  may  seem  expedient.  Later  7nanifestations : After  reaction  is  fully 
established,  there  is  great  danger  of  congestion  of  the  lungs,  and  if 
perfect  rest  is  not  maintained  for  at  least  forty-eight  hours,  it  some- 
times occurs  that  the  patient  is  seized  with  great  difficulty  of  breath- 
ing, and  death  is  liable  to  follow  unless  immediate  relief  is  afforded. 
In  such  cases  apply  a large  mustard-plaster  over  the  breast.  If  the 
patient  gasps  for  breath  before  the  mustard  takes  effect,  assist  the 
breathing  by  carefully  repeating  the  artificial  respiration. 

Note. — It  has  been  shown  that  the  clinching  of  the  jaws  and  the 
semi-contraction  of  the  fingers,  which  have  hitherto  been  considered 
signs  of  death,  are,  in  fact,  evidences  of  remaining  vitality.  After 
numerous  experiments  with  apparently  drowned  persons,  and  also 
with  animals,  Labordette  states  that  these  are  only  signs  accompany- 
ing the  first  stage  of  suffocation  by  drowning,  the  jaws  and  hands 
becoming  relaxed  when  death  ensues.*  This  being  so,  the  mere 
clinching  of  the  jaws  and  semi-contraction  of  the  hand  smust  not  be 
considered  as  reasons  for  the  discontinuance  of  efforts  to  save  life, 
but  should  serve  as  a stimulant  to  vigorous  and  prolonged  efforts  to 
cpiicken  vitality.  Persons  engaged  in  the  tasks  of  resuscitation  are, 
therefore,  earnestly  desired  to  take  hope  and  encouragement  for  the 
life  of  the  sufferer,  from  the  signs  above  referred  to,  and  to  continue 
their  endeavors  accordingly.  In  a number  of  cases  Dr.  Labordette 
restored  to  life  persons  whose  jaws  were  so  firmly  clinched  that,  to 
aid  respiration,  their  teeth  had  to  be  forced  apart  with  iron  instru- 
ments.

OPINION  OF  FIRST  COMPTROLLER  OF  THE  TREASURY  DEPART 
MENT  RELATIVE  TO  THE  QUARANTINE  ACT  OF  1878. 

[Extract.] 

1.  When  an  act  which  repeals  a prior  act  is  itself  only  a temporary 
act,  the  general  rule  is  that  the  prior  law  is  revived  after  the  tem- 
porary act  expires  by  its  own  limitation. 

2.  Some  provisions  of  the  act  of  April  29,  1878  (20  Stat.,  37),  enti- 
tled “An  act  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious 
diseases  into  the  United  States,”  were  in  terms  “repealed”  by  an  act 
with  the  same  title,  approved  June  2,  1879  (21  Stat.,  5-7);  but  sec-, 
tion  10  of  the  latter  act  declared  that  “this  act  shall  not  continue  in 
force  for  a longer  period  than  four  years  from  the  date  of  its  appro- 
val.” Held,  that  in  view  of  the  language  and  purpose  of  said  acts, 
the  repealed  provisions  of  the  act  of  April  29,  1878  (20  Stat.,  37),  re- 
vived on  June  2,  1883,  and  are  now  in  force. 

When  a repealing  act  expires  by  its  own  limitation,  it  cannot  be 
said  to  be  “repealed”  within  the  meaning  of  section  12  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes.  This  section,  therefore,  has  no  application  to  the 
acts  of  April  29,  1878,  and  June  2,  1879.  The  effect  of  the  expiration 
of  the  act  of  June  2,  1879,  is  left  to  be  controlled  (i)  by  the  legisla- 
tive intent,  ascertained  by  the  usual  rules  of  construction,  and  (2)  by 
common-law  principles,  so  far  as  they  are  not  modified  by  the  circum- 
stances showing  a different  legislative  intent.  Common-law  princi- 
ples unaffected  by  such  circumstances  generally  give  to  the  expiration 
of  a repealing  act  the  force  which  the  common  law  assigns  to  an  ex- 
press repeal  of  such  repealing  act.  And  the  acts  of  April  29,  1878, 
and  June  2,  1879,  when  read  and  considered  together  in  connection 
with  the  purpose  apparent  therein,  sufficiently  show  a legislative  in- 
tent to  revive  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  April  29, 1878,  temporarily 
suspended  by  the  act  of  June  2,  1879.  Many  of  the  unrepealed  pro- 
visions of  the  act  of  April  29,  1878,  require  for  their  operative  effect 
the  agencies  and  powers  found  either  in  the  suspended  provision 
thereof  or  in  the  act  of  June  2,  1879.  And  it  is  wholly  inadmissable 
to  conceive  that  Congress  intended  that  the  main  purposes  provided 
for  in  the  act  of  April  29, 1878,  which  were  not  suspended  or  changed, 
should  be  either  inefficient  or  practically  inoperative,  as  they  would 
be  if  both  suspended  provisions  of  this  act  of  April  29,  1878,  and  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  June  2,  1879,  all  permanently  ceased  to  be 
operative.  (Lawrence,  First  Comptroller’s  decision  (1883),  iv,  436- 
442.)
